ABSTINENCE DAIS. 

The Sandays in Lent^ unless leave be given to 
the contrary* 

. All the Fridays of the Tear ; bnt if Christmas 
Day fall uponPriday^ it is not a day of abstinence. 

N.B, That the Catholic Church commands 
all her children upon Sandays and Holidays of 
Obligation, to be present at Che great Eiicharistic 
'Sacrifice, which we call the Mas^, and to rest 
from servile work on those days, and to keep 
them holy. 

2ndly, She commands them to abstain from 
flesh on all days of fasting and abstinence ; and 
on fasting days to eat bat one meal. 

Srdly, She commands them to contess their 
sins to their pastors at least once a-year. 

4thly, She commands them to receive the 
Blessed Sacrament at least once a-year, and that 
at Easter, viz.i between Palm Sunday and Low 
Sunday. 

The fourth Council of Lateran, Can. 21, ordains,-« 
^* That every one of the faithful of both sexes, after 
they come to the years of discretion, shall, in private, 
faithfully confess all their sins, at least once a-year, 
to their pastor ; and take care to fulfil to the best of 
their power, the penance enjoined them: receiving 
Yeverently, at least at Eaater, the Sacrament of the 
liSucharist, unless, perhaps by the counsel of their pas- 
tor, for some reasonable cause they judge it proper to 
abstain from it for a time; otherwise let them be 
excluded out of the Church whilst hviog, and when 
they die be depiived of Chrislian buiiaU*'

Man lias att All timeer been required to deAU 
eate ene daj in seven in an efipeeial manner to 
the worship of his M&ker. Under ihe Jewish 
'dispensation this was the Sabbath or seventh 
►day of th6 i^eek^ but under ^he New Law the 
^obligation has b0dn:iransferr0d &oia the Sab« 
ibath to the iSundaj. The Ghureh of God has 
;^so, by virtue of the power given to her by 
Jesus Cki^, appointea certain other days in 
{be year to be keptiio^ ; and, to the end that 
we may duly oomj^j with these obligations^, 
she earnestly exhorts aU the. faithful to assist 
at the whole of the jpublic setvica^ and com- 
mands their attetrda^ce at the «d(uraUe sacri«- 
fioe of the idtar^ on alH Smidaifs and Qblydays; 
The Christian, who. iefleets that the^ object of 
these sacred ordinances is thd attainment of 
eternal salvation, will lieed no otlifit motive to* 
attend to the ehort instfuctionA o(m.\«m!^ id.' 
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the three following sections;* in the first oif 
frhich he ^111 be taught whtxt Ae Mass is, and • 
/or what ends it is ofered: in the setondhe will 
be instracted in the pudHe eeremonies of the 
Chttrch, bhieflj as thej reltfte to the holy sa^ 
crifice : and in the third he iriU A&d devotions 
at Mass, 

SECT. I. 

JfTJkat the Muss4s'f and for what ends it is to bif 

ofered. 

1. From the beginning of ihe woiid the 
serrants of Grod were alwajs aecustoined ta 
offer saer^ke dio bim, b j wi^ of scknowiedging. 
his soyexeignty^ and paying their hoiiftage to^ 
him: and itt all ancient religions, tme or false, 
this worship 'of sacrifice was aiwAju looked upon 
as a nwst solemn act of ^religion^ due to the 
deitj that they worshipped. 

2. In the law of nature, and in the law of 
Moses, there was a great yariety of sacrifices: 
some bIoody» in which the victim, was slain^ 
others unbloody: some were called holocausts 
or whole htirrU- offerings^ in which the whole 
host or victim was consumed in fire upon Gkyd'ft 
altar, for his honour and glory; others were 
called sin-offerings, which were offered for sins; 
others were offerings of thanksgiving; othersy in 
fine, were pacific or peace-offerings^ which were 
offered for Obtaining favours of God ;. the word 
peace, in the scripture style, signifying all man* 
ner of good and. prosperity. 

3. All these saerifioes of tiiela.^ C!& \i^\»>st€ 
and of the Jaw otJdoses^ ivero o£ \3a«DD5Ax«^'^ 
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f9eak and needy elements^ and onlj figures of a 
sacrifice to come, vti, tkat of Jesiss Christ; in . 
consideration of whicli-- sacrifioe onlj^ and of 
the faith of the offerers, bj vhicb the^ believed 
in the Redeemer te comcf, those ancient sacri- 
fifses were then accepted bj the divine Majjesty, 
when thej were accompanied with the inward 
sacrifice of the heart: but not for anj intrinsic 
worth or dignity of the things offered; for no 
other blood^ but the blood of Christ could wash 
airaj ouv sins. — Hence in the 39th Psalnk^ 
spoken in the person- of Christ to his Father, 
we ready Sacrifice and oblation thou didst 7iot 
dentCy hut a body thou hast fitted to- me. — (So 
St. Paul reads it, Heb\ x. 5.) Burnt-offerin^ 
and sintering thou didst not require: then said 
I, Behold I.eonie: i» give us to understand,, 
that bj reason of the insufficiency of the sacri- 
fices of the old laWr Christ himself would come- 
to he-' our sacrificer and* would effer up his own* 
body and blood for us. 

4.- Alccordingly our Savioto^ Jesui Christ, at 
the time s^pointed by his Father, having taken' 
flesh for us, was pleased to offer himself a sa^ 
orifice for us all, dying upon the cross* for the 
sins of the whole worlds By this one offering 
we were completely redeemed, inasmuch as our 
ransom wa» paid, and all merey^ grace, and 
salvation were purchased for us. Neither can . 
there now be any need ef his dying any more* 
or purchasing any other graces for us than 
those ^or which he has already paid the price 
€i nis f>*^od; 

5. Nevertheless, for the daily appUcatwn of 
this one eternal liedemption to our soul, and 
that the mercyi graces and salvation^ which he 
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has purchased for iis» may be actuallj eommu- 
nicated to us, he not only continiiallj appears 
in onr behalf in the sanctuary ef heaven, there 
representing and offering to his Father his 
death and passion for us ; but ho also institu* 
ted the blessed Euckarisi, the <night before his 
passion, in which he has bequeathed us his 
body and Jblood under the sacramental veils, 
not only to be received by us as a sacrament^ 
for the 'food and nourishment of our iouls ; but 
also to be offered and presented by his ministers 
to his Faither (mystically broken and shed) as a 
sacrifice: not by way of a new death, but by 
way of a standing memorial of his death ; a daily 
celebration and representation of his death to 
God, and an application to our souls of the 
fruits of it. 

6. This Eucharistic sacrifice of the 'body and 
blood of Christy daily offered under the forms 
of bread and wine, in remembrance of his pas- 
sion, is what we call the Mass, This is the 
solemn liturgy of the Catholic Church. This 
is that pure offering which- is made to God in 
every place among the Gentiles according to 
the prophecy of Malachy, i. 10, 11. By this 
Christ is a priest for ever according to the order 
of Melchisedec, Ps, cix. whose sacrifice was bread 
and wine. Gen. xv. 

7. This sacrifice of the mass is the same in 
substance with that which Christ offered for us 
upon the cross ; because both the Victim offer- 
ed, and the priest, or principal Offerer, is the 
same Jestis Christ, The difference is only in 
tho manner of the offering ; because, upon the 
cross, our Saviour offered himself in such a 
manner, as really to shed Uv^ \A!^4 ^sA ^^ V^^ 
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nfl; whereas now he does not reallj shed his 
blood, or die any more. And therefore this is 
called an unbloody sacrifice; and that of the 
:^oss a bloody sacrifice. 

8. Bj reason of this near alliance which this 
sacrifice of the mass has with the sacrifice of 
the cross, it completely answers all tlie different 
ends of sacrifice, and that in a manner infinite- 
ly more perfect than any of the ancient sacri- 
£cQS. Christ is here both Priest and Victim, 
representing in Person, and offering up his 
death and passion to his Father : First, for the 
adoration, praise, hononr, and glory of tbo 
Pivine Majesty. Secondly, in tJianksgiving for 
all his benefits. Thirdly, for obtaining pardon 
for our luns. Fourthly, for obtaining grace 
and salvation for us, by the merits of that same 
death and passion. And therefore this sacri^ 
fice, in order to all these ends, must be infinite- 
ly beyond all the holocausts, thanh-qffcrings, sin-- 
offerings, and peace-offerings of the ancient law^ 

9. This sacrifice of the mass, then, is offered 
np to God, in the Catholic Church, Firsty as a 
daily remembrance of the passion of Christ : Do 
^isfor a commemoration of me, St. Luke, xxi'u 
Secondly, As a most solemn worship of the 
Divine Majesty. Thirdly, As a most acceptable 
thanksgiving to God, from whence it has the 
name of Eucharist, Fourthly, As a most pow- 
erful means to move God to show mercy to us 
in the forgiveness of our sins; for which reason 
we cqll it propitiatory. And, lastly. As a most 
effectual way to obtain of God all that we want, 
coming to lum (as we here do) with Christ and 
through Christ, 

10. For these ends both priest and people 
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ought to offer m the sacrifice of the mass: the 
priest, as ChriH s minister, and in his person ; 
and the people Inr the. hands of the priest; and 
both the one and the other bj the hands of the 
great High Priest Jesus Christ. And ^th this 
offering of Chrisfs, both the one and the other 
ought to make a total offering of themselves 
also by his hands, and in union with him. 

11. Hence the best devotion for hearing mass, 
is tliat which has for its object the passion of 
Christ, and which tends to unite the soul to 
Christ, and through him to his Father; and 
which most perfecBj answers all the other ends 
of this sacrifice, viz. the adoration of God, 
thanksgiving for all his benefits, the obtaining 
of pardon for all our sins, and grace in all our 
uocessitics. 

SECT. n. 

7^e Puhlle Ceremonies of the Cliurch, 

Although the homage, which man owes to his 
Creator, so essentially consists in the interior 
dispositions of the soul, that without these all 
outward worship is unprofitable and vain, yet 
the constitution of our nature is such as to 
require external signs and ceremonies, which 
may operate through the medium of the bodily 
senses upon our souls, and elevate them to God, 
To this end, then^ are directed all the ceremo- 
nies of the Church, and it is the Christian's 
iuty to learn to use them accordingly. Hence, 

1. The custom of placing a vessel containing 
blessed or holt water at the QTitr;)i>T^^^ ^i ^^ 
Church has bem handed dowu to \x^ ixwa >X\q 
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j^postolic age. Into this the faithful dip th9 
fingers of the rjg|it hand, and form upon them- 
selves the sign o^ the cresa^ repeating at the 
same time the invocatiou pf the erer-blessed 
Trinity. As water denotes puritj and innocence, 
bj using it on entering the place of worship, we 
are admonished with what cleanliness of heart 
and hand we should appear in the presence of 
our Maker. 

2. The siGir of the gkoss, which we make 
upon ourselyes in using holy water as well as 
on many other occasions, is a sign or cdremony 
in which with St. Paul [Gal. vi. 14.] we should 
place our greatest happmess and glorj, as being 
a striking memorial of the sufferings and death 
of our Redeemer, that mjstefjr whence are de- 
rived all our hopes for mercy, grace, and salva- 
tion. By the words that accompany this cere- 
mony we are no less forcibly reminded that the 
God whom we serve, although one in nature, 
exists in three persons really distinct from each 
other. 

3. The first object that arrests the Christian's 
notice on entering the Church, is the altar with 
its tabernacle and crucifix. The altar is the 
piace of sacrifice — as it were another Calvary ^ 
whereon is celebrated, as Christ ordained, the 
memorial of his passion and death by the clean 
and unbloody sacrifice of his body and blood. 
Upon the altar we always have a CfiuciFn, or 
image of our Saviour upon the cross, that, as 
the Mass is said in remembrance of Christ's 
passion and death, both priest and people may 
have before their eyes, during this sacrifice, the 

image which puts them in mind of h\a paaaion 
^d death. — The tabernacle conlam^ <i^x\awi 
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Articles of tho consecrated species. It is to 
Jesus Christ, therefore, truly present within the 
tabernacle tliat ve bend the knee in homage 
and adoration, when ve enter or depart from 
the Chuixih. 

4. With regard to tlie testments in which 
the priest says mass, we must obsenre, that, as 
the mass represents tho passion of Christy and 
the priest tliere officiates in his person, so these 
vestments in which he officiates, represent tliose 
with which Christ was ignominiouslj clothed at 
the time of his passion. Thus the Amice repre- 
sents the cloth or rag, with which the Jews 
muffled our Saviour's face, when at every blow 
they bid him prophesy who it was that struck 
him. St. Luke, xxii. 64. The Alb represents 
the white garment with which he was vested by 
Herod, The Girdle, Maniple, and Stole^ repre- 
sent the cords and bands with which he was 
bound in the different stages of his passion. 
The Chasuble, or outward vestment, represents 
the purple garment with which he was clothed 
as a mock King : upon the back of which there 
is a cross, to represent that which Christ bore 
on his sacred shoulders: Lastly, the priest's 
Tonsure or ci'own, is to represent the crown of 
thorns which our Saviour wore. 

Moreover, as in the old law, the priests, that 
were wont to officiate in the sacred functions, 
had, by the appointment of God, vestments as- 
signed for that purpose, as well for the greater 
decency and solemnity of the divine worship, as 
to signify and represent the virtues which. <i^\ 
required of his ministers: so it 'v^'a y^cs^^t, 
that, in the church of the I^e*D Tesiaiivei*. 
CAHifs Bunigtera should in tYievr ft^ic^^ ^^^^ 
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tions be distmgaislied, in like manner, from the 
laitj hy their sacred vestments : which might 
also represent the virtues which God requires 
in them« Thus the Amice, which is ^rst put 
upon the head, represents divine hope, which 
the apostle calls the helmet of salvation; the 
Albf innocence of l^e; the Crirdle^ (with which 
the loins are begirt,) 'purity and chastity ; the 
Maniple, (which is put on the left arm) patient 
suffering of the labours of this mortal life ; the 
Stole, the sweet yoke of Christ, to be borne in 
this life, in order to a happj immortality ; in 
fine, the Chasuble, which is uppermost, and 
coders all the rest, represents the virtue of 
charity. 

In these vestments the Church makes use of 
five colours, viz, the white on the feasts of our 
Lord, of the B. Virgin, of the angels, and of the 
saints that were not martyrs ; the red on the 
feasts of Pentecost, of the finding and the exal- 
tation of the cross, and of the apostles and mar«i 
tyrs; the purple, which is the penitential coU 
our, in the penitential times of Advent and 
Lent, and upon Vigils and Emher-days; thd 
green on most of the other Sundays and Ferias^ 
throughout the year ; and the black on Good' 
Friday, and in the masses for the dead. 

5. There are always lighted candles upon 
the ditar during mass, as well to honour the 
victory and triumph of our Great King by these 
lights, which are tokens of our joy and of his 
glory, as to denote the light of faith with which 
we are to approach to him. 

6. A small bell is rung occasionally during; 
mass. This serves to give notice to such aa 
c^not 990 the attar. c$ certain more solemii 
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{>arts of the sacrifice, to recall the wandering 
mind from distraction, and to excite all tc 
greater fervour of devotion. 

7. Incense, which is used in soleniln or high 
masses, is symbolical of prayer, according to 
that of noly David ; Let my prayer^ O Lord, be 
directed as incense in thy sights 



SECT. in. 

The Manner <^ hearing Mass, 

When' jou are going to hear mass, let jour 
first care be to endeavour to recollect yourself, 
as well as you can, by calling home your wan- 
dering thoughts, and taking them off from all 
other business and concerns. Imagine that 
you hear within you the sweet voice of your 
Saviour, inviting you to come to his sacriiico, 
and to unite yourself to him. 

In your way to the church or chapol, put 
yourself in spirit in the company of the blessed 
virgin, and the other pious women going to 
mount Calvary, to be present at the passion 
and death of our Lord. Represent your Saviour 
as carrying his cross before you, to be immola- 
ted thereon for your sins^ and bewail these sins 
of yours» as the causes of all his sufferings. 

When you enter the church or chapel, hum- 
ble yourself profoundly in the presence of God, 
whose house you come into ; and if the blessed 
sacrament be kept there, adore your Saviour 
upon your bended knees. At taking of holy 
water, make the sign of the cross upon yourself^ 
Ibe^ pardon for your sins, tmd Ww^A.^ ^wi^ 
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that you may be washed and cleansed from 
them by the blood of the Lamb. 

Choose, as much as you cau, a place to kneel 
ia, where you may be most recollected, and least 
disturbed. There represeut to yom'self, by a lively 
faith, the jnajesty of God, and humbly beg his 
mercy and grace, that you may assist at this tre-» 
mendous sacrifice in the manner you ought.

INDULGENCES. 

*\To those who seek God's love and the gloxy 
of heayen, Indulgences are a rich treason, and 
Diaj be compaced to so many precious gerns/'-^ 
8t. Ignatkti of Loyola. 

What is an Indulgence? AH Indulgence is a 
remission of the (mparaJjnenis^bMHi which often 
remains due to sin, after its guilt has been for- 
given. 

There are two sorts of Indulgences; 1^ those 
that are pkMiry or general; aAd 2/ those that 
are 2>arfta2 or liSoiited. 

I4 A plenary IiHiulgence is so called, because 
it remits the whole of the temporal punishment 
> due to fins already forgiven. Accordingly,, a 
person who may have been fortunate enough to 
gain such an indulgence, and receive its full 
application, would oe like a newly-baptii^ed 
' adult-^ee from sin and its penalty ; so thal( if 
he were to die in this happy state, he would go 
up directly to heaven, yrithout passing through 
the fire of purgatory. 

2. A partial Indulgence is one that remits obuIj 

a portion of the penalty due to sin.. Such, for 

instance, is an Indulgence of 40 or 100 days ; 7 

weeks ; or a year, &;c. But in thus granting an 

Indulgence of a certain defined number of days, 

. weeks, or years, the Holy See does not thereby 

. intend a corresponding abridgment of thi pains 

. of purgatory. Such phraseology has r^erence 

merely to the penance enjoined by the ancient 

rules or canons of the Church. Wherefore, an 

Indulgence of 100 dajB, ox ^ ^e^s^ioit ^^axnple 

ia the remission of as i&uclci^x^i'S^t^'^'^^Sfiss^^ 
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as mronH have been fenherlj atoned fi>r, before 
God, bj a canonical penance of 100 days or a year. 

What' are' the di8positi<»s necessary for gain- 
ing Indulgences ? 

They are three in number. 1, The inieniiimf 
by which a person proposes to himself to gain an 
Indulgence. A virtual intention is sumcient. 
' St. Leonard of Port Maurice used to advise the 
faithful to form each day, at morning prayer, an 
intention of gaining all tJie indulgences annexed 
to the various practices of pie^ and good works 
which they might perform in the course <^ the day. 

2. The' state of grace. To gain an Indulgence 
for himself a person should be in a state of grace. 
Hence a single mortal sin on the soul would be 
an obstacle to a person gaining the smallest 
Indulgence for himself. 

3. 'The faithful accomplishment e/ ihe works 
or conditions prescribed. Hence, a person wish- 
ing to gain an Indulgence should take care to 
fuMl all llie conditions laid down for that purpose. 

N.B. Try to gain an Indulgence every day, or 
every week, either for yourself or for the souls in 
. pui^tory.

These are the Seasons of the Plenary Indul- 
gences granted to the Catholics of England, and 
assigned in the year ISIO, hj the Bi^ht Rev. 
Vicars Apostolic to the foUowmg conditions : 

For ChristmaSj Easter^ Assumption^ and 

Michaelmas. 

1. To confess their sins with a sincere repent* 
anoe to a priest approved of by the bishop. 

2. Devoutly and worthily to receive the Holy 
Communion. 

3. To visit some chapel or oratory where 
mass is celebrated, and there offer up their 
prayers for the peace and welfare of God's 
Church. 

4. That thev be in a dbposition, if ^their cir- 
cmnstances will allow it, to assist the poor with 

&lma in proportion to tWt a\>Uities ; or to fre- 
gaeut cateciiiam and aetmona ; w Xa \vi»x» «b4, 
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comfort the sick, and such as are near their 
Csid, if they have the opportunity. 

It is not required, for the gaining of these 
four indulgences, that these works of mercy, 
corporal or spiritual, or the assisting, at cate- 
chism or sermons, be done on the same day 
with the Communion ; but only that persons 
be then in a disposition or readiness of mind to 
do these things, or some of them at least, when 
opportunity shall offer. 

For Lentj Whitsuntide^ and All Saints. 

1. To confess their sins with a sincere repent- 
ance to a priest approved of by the bishop, 

2. Devoutly and worthily to receive the Holy 
Communion. 

3. If their condition will allow it, to give 
some alms to the poor either on the eve or the 
day of their Communion. 

4. On the day of their Communion to offer 
up some prayers to God for the whole state of 
the Catholic Church throughout the world, for 
the bringing in of all straying souls to the fold 
of Christendom, and for the blessing of God 
upon this nation. 

For St. Peter and St. Paid. 

1. To confess their sins with a sincere repent* 
ance to a priest approved of by the bishop. 

2. Devoutly and worthily to receive the Holy 
Communion. 

3. For some space of time, on \Xv^ ^vj ^^ 
tLeir Communion, to pray to Gioi% m^ ^ «^'" 
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oere heart, for the conyersion of heretics, and 
for the free propagation of the holy &ith. 

To gain tiie Indulgences it is sufficimt to say 
with devotion 5 Oar Fathers and 5 Hail Marys.

Plenary 
first Sunday of every month. 

8. — O angel of God, whom God hath 
appointed to he my guardian, enlighten 
and protect, direct and govern me. 

Indulgence, 100 days each time it is said. 
Plenary once a month if said daily. 

9. — ^May the Sacred Heart of Jesus 
he everywhere loved. 

100 days each time. 

10. For every Ave (Hail Mary) or other prayer 
said for the conversion of England, 300 days 
indulgence each time.

Sanctify all religious men and women 
of all orders; give them the grace to 
serve thee widi all perfection, according 
to the spirit of their institute, and to 
shine liko lights to thft T^\. ^£ tha 
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Have mercy on all Christian pnnces ; 
grant them those lights and graces that 
ere necessary for the perfect discharge 
of their duty to thee, and to their sub- 
jects; that they may be true servants 
to thee, the King of kings, true fathers 
to their people, and nursing fathers to 
thy Church. Have mercy on all magis- 
trates and men in power; that they 
may all fear thee, love thee, and serve 
thee ; and ever remember that they are 
thy deputies, and ministers of thy jus- 
tice. Have mercy on all thy people 
throughout the world, and give thy 
blessing to thine inheritance ; remember 
thy congregation, which thou hast pos- 
sessed from the beginning; and give 
that grace to all thy children here upon 
earth, that they may do thy holy will 
in all things, even as the blessed do in 
heaven. 

Extend thy mercy also to all poor^ 
infidels, who sit in darkness and in the 
shadow of death: to all those nations; 
that know not thee, and that have not 
yet received the faith and law of thy 
Son their Saviour; to all Pagans, Mar 
hometans, and Jews. Px^xi\^Ts^t^ ^ 
Lord, that all these poox ^o\iSfii ^^\s;2kai^^ 
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after thine own image and likeness, and 
redeemed by the blood of thy Son. 
Oh ! let not Satan any longer exercise 
his tjrranny over these thy creatures, 
to the great dishonour of thy name. 
Let not the precious blood of thy Son 
be shed for them in vain. Send among 
them zealoijs preachers and apostolic 
labourers, endued with the like graces 
and gifts as thine apostles were, and 
bless them with the like success, for the 
glory of thy name : that all these poor 
souls may be brought to know thee, 
love thee, and serve thee, here in thy 
church, and bless thee hereafter for all 
eternity.

What is a sacrament ?'^A sacrament is an- 
entward sign of inward grace, ordained bj Christt. 
by which grace i& given to our souls. 

Do the sacraments always give grace? — Yes; 
to those who receive them worthily. 

Whence have the sacraments the power of; 
giving grace ? — From the merits of Christ's pre- 
cious blood» which they apply to our souls. 

Is it a great happiness to receive the sacra-- 
ments worthily ?— Yes ; it is the greatest happif 
ness in the world. 

How many sacraments are there? — ^These^ 
seven: Baptism^ Confirmation, Holy Eucharist,^ 
Penance, Extreme Unction,. Holy Order, and: 
Matrimony. 

INSTRUCTION ON THE SACRAMENTS^. 

The Sacraments are sensible signs mstitnted 
by our Lord Jesus Christ for oiur sanctification. 
They are the means by which, as we are taught 
"by the Council of Trent, ** all justice is either 
begun, or when begun is increased, or when lost 
is recovered.** Whatever degree of sanctity, 
therefore, any Christian may possess, it is prin- 
cipally ta their influence that he i& indebted for 
it. Tho entire efficacy of them all is derived 
from the passion and death of our blessed Sa- 
viour, and whatever graces they convey, are na 
other than the application of tke m<\ xii^t>X& \n 
our souls. Each sacrament conieT^ ^ ^^e.^ ^- 
cuUar to itself, and in them a\l ftiQ m^^Q^ca- ^"^^ 
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foodness of the Deity has proYided appropriate 
elps for every stage and condition of life. 1. 
No sooner do we come into the world, than we 
are made the childreii of Gad hy baptism. 2. 
As we grow up, we are fortified mider the 
combats which we hare to sustain ^gmst our 
spiritual enemies by tfon/frma^^. 3. The Eu' 
eharist is the daily bread, whicb feeds and nou- 
rishes our souls to eyerlasting life. 4. If un- 
happily we fall in the spiritual conflict, penance 
is the remedy which restores life to the souL 
5. In matrimony Jesus Christ has provided gra^ 
COS to assuage the cares and burthens of the 
married state. 6. Holy orders keep up a sue- 
cession of pastors in the church, and enable 
them faithfully to discharge their sacred func^ 
tions. And lastly^ when sickness forewarns the 
Christian, that to him the figure of this world 
is fast passing away, and his soul is on the verge 
of eternity, his departing spirit is fortified and 
comforted by the refreshing graces of Extreme 
Unction, 

. Be assured, then. Christian reader, that no- 
thing in this world is more deserving of your 
solicitude and care, than to be well instructed 
in: the dispositions requisite for approaching 
worthily to the sacraments^ that you may not, 
by your unworthiness, convert these instruments 
of grace into sources of malediction, but, on the 
contrary, may use them in such a manner that 
they may be to you abundant sources of sanctt- 
fication, and may conduct you to eternal life.

THE SACRAMENT OF PENANCE. 

Fenanco is a sacrament instituted bj Jesus 
Christ, bj means of which the sins that we com- 
mit after baptism are forgiven, and we receive 
strength to enable us to avoid sin for the time to 
come. By this sacrament, tlie sanctifying grace 
of God, which is i)oured into our hearts by the 
Holy Ghost, cleanses the soul from all the stains 
of sin, restores to her the favour and friendship 
of God, and renders her holy and beautiful in his 
sight.

SATISFACTION.

DEYOTIONS FOR HOLY COMMUNION. 

Let a man prove (or try) himself^ bslj^ St. 
Paul, 1 Cor. xi. 28, and bo- let him eat of that 
hready Spe. This proring or trying yourself is 
the first and most necessaiY preparation for the 
faoly communion, and consists m looking dili- 

Sently into the state of your soul, in oraer to 
iscover what indispositions or sins may lie there 
concealed, and to apply a proper remedy to them 
by sincere repentance and confession : lest other- 
wise approaching the Holy of Holies with a soul 
defiled with the guilt of mortal sin, yon become 
gwXty of the body and blood of ihe Lord^ and 
receive judgment to yourself not diaeeming the 
body of the Lord* 1 Cor. ix^ For this reason 
you must go to confession before communion, in 
order to clear your soul from the filth of sin. 

Prepare yourself by acts of virtue, inore espe- 
cially of faith, love, and humility ; that so you 
aiay approach your Lord with a .firm belief of 
his real presence in this 6acra&ient| and of that 
ffreat sacrifice, which he heretofore offered upon 
vie cross for your redemption, of which he here 
makes you pfurtaker; with an ardent affection of 
loye to him, who has loved you so mudft^ asv4 
who, out of pure love, gives Uxn&fiS^ \»^ts^\ ^s^^ 
inth a great sentiment of yota own xaw^-tSsseas^ 
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and sins, joined wiih a firm ccMifidence in tbe 
mercies of jour Bedeemer. 

It is a good plan to choose some particular 
object for which jou wiU make jour communion, 
and to offer it up for that intention. Then place 
yourself with great recollection in the presence 
of God, and if jou find jou want help to do this, 
read over the following acts of preparaticMU 
Take care not to read them in a hurry, but 
raUier with your heart than your eyes, slowly 
and devoutly* It is not necessary to read a great 
many prayers in order to make a good prepara-^ 
tion. Some of the following prayers might be; 
read over the night before communion-

This obligation is founded 
on the abundant graces which this holj sacra- 
ment above all the rest is capable of imparting, 
and which are at that time so necessary. It is 
the safeguard that must preserve the soul on its 
journej to heaven, it is the pledge of immortal 
glorv. He that eats this bread shall live for ever,- 
St. John, vi. And so urgent is the obligation 
of receiving it at the approach of death, that 
the church dispenses in behalf of those who are 
dangerously sick, and allows them to communi- 
cate after having broken their fast. The aiok 
person will therefore use his best endeavour to 
make a worthy preparation for tliis blessed 
Sacrament.

Our Lord and Sayioar Jesus Christ, in hb 
tender solicitude for those whom he has re- 
deemed bj his precious blood, has been pleased 
to institute another Sacrament, to help us at 
that most important hour on which etemitj 
depends, the hour of death. This sacrament is 
calied Extreme Unction, or the last anointing. 
Of this blessed Sacrament, Saint James, the 
apostle, thus speaks: Is any man sick among 
you f Let him briny in the priest of the churchy 
and let them pray over him, anointing him with 
oil in the name oj the Lord, And the prayer of 

faith shall save the sick man, and the Lord shdl 
raise him up, and if he he in sins, t/iey shall be 

forgiven him, v. 14, 16. These words show the 
great and salutary graces bestowed bj this 
sacrament. 

The priest in administering this sacrament 
anoints the five principal senses of the body : 
the eyes, the ears, the nostrils, the lips, the 
hands, and the feet, because these may have 
been employed during life in offending God. 
At each anointing he pronounces these words : 
May the Lord by this holy anointing, and by 
his own most tender mercy, pardon thee what- 
ever sin thou hast committed by tliy sight, 
hearing, &c. 

The sick person should endeavour to prepare

assuring him that, whaisoever he should hind on 
earthy ikould be bound in heaven^ and whosoever 
he should loose on earthy should be loosed also w 
heaven. Bj this power of binding and loosing, 
derived from St. Peter to his successors, and 
bj them communicated to the pastors of souk, 
the latter are authorized to grant a Plenarj 
Indulgence, together with a solemn Blessing to 
all such as are in or near their last agonj. But 
then the djing Christian should remember well, 
that in order to receiye the benefit of this Plen- 
ary Indulgence and Blessing, it is requisite that 
he concur on his part, by renouncing and de- 
testing all his sins, both known and unknown, 
mortal and yenial ; bj accepting with patience 
and resignation whatever he maj have jet to 
suffer* and offering up his piuns and death, in 
union with the sufferings and death of his Re- 
deemer, in satisfaction fbr his sins.
